Second as, Agatstein teaches (column 5, lines 42-60) [t]he geometry of the voltage regulator 
module allows it to be placed close to the microprocessor. The microprocessor is connected to 
the bus for communicating information to and from data storage devices. Thus a connector is 
located adjacent to a routing channel.

Claims 1-40 are allowed. 
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6.2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance: 
6.2.1. Limitation "a bridge across the routing channel for facilitate distribution of the power to 
the processor" in combination with other claimed limitations in independent claim 1 are not 
disclosed or suggested by the prior art. 

Applicant introduces new design ( structure) of mounting power handling components on 
printed circuit boards near high density routing channels. The regulator and the first and second 
connectors form a bridge across the routing channel. 

The regulator and the first and second connectors forming a bridge across the routing channel as 
recited in claims 1, 1 8, 30 of invention is not teaches and is not suggested by the prior art or is 
not obvious by combinations of the references.
